This excessively rare volume is a kind of Collection of Voyages, 
which is not only the first in the French language, but is also ante¬ 
cedent to all other collections of the kind, with the one exception of 
the famous Paesi. It consists of Peter Martyr’s first three Decades 
reduced to French; followed by three Narrations, the first being a 
version of the De Insulis noviter repertis of Basle, 1521, which was the 
pirated first edition of Peter Martyr’s fourth Decade; and the second 
and third are derived from the two letters of Cortes printed at 
Nurnberg in 1524. 

The three Decades are dedicated to Charles Due of Angouleme, 
and the three Narrations to his sister Marguerite de France. They 
were the ohildren of Francis I, and at that time only ten and nine 
years old, respectively.

Extremely rare first edition. It is a book of grand and sumptuous 
appearance, printed in very large Gothic type with 32 lines to the page. This work 
revolutionised the science ot navigation, and was the first to point out the deflexion 
of the needle. The date at which it was written appears in some of the passages of 
the earlier part of the book as 1545, but a few years probably elapsed before the 
author could finish it and get it ready for the press. 

The instructions for map-making are not the least interesting part of the text, 
and would be found useful by many persons who are unable to understand the 
principle of the wind-roses and rhumb-lines which cover the surface of old 
hydrographic charts. But even here the acute intelligence of Cortes indicated the 
defects of the plane system long before Mercator.

Its publication was prohibited by the Spanish Council for the Indies soon after it 
was printed ; the prohibition was revoked in 1729, but again put in force in 1731. It 
is a vivid relation of the events ol fifteen or sixteen years (1543-1556) which forms the 
most striking and remarkable period in the history of the Conquest. The author went 
out with the great Hurtado de Mendoza in 1555, and was an actor in, as well as an 
eye-witness of, many of the events recorded in his work. 

This copy, which is a fine one, has not only the very rare leaf of errata, but 
also a slip on which are printed in seven lines the licence of the Council of the Indies, 
signed by the secretary Juan Fernandez de Herrera, and dated 19 Dec. 1571.

This is a book op excessive rarity, especially in perfect condition. 
It was called the Second Voyage because Raleigh’s own, performed in 
1595, but only printed in the same year as this, was the First. 
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Keynris had an early and tragic end ; but his book forms part of the 
brilliant history of English seamanship in the days of Elizabeth. 

A large woodcut of Raleigh’s arms occupies the reverse of the 
title, and faces the dedication to him. This dedication ends on the 
obverse of the third leaf ; on the reverse and on the three succeeding 
pages is an address to the Fauourers of the Voyage for Guiana.

Very rare. It raises our admiration for the author to learn at the very beginning 
of his work that God was a Puritan at heart, and that he gave to the New Englanders 
the land of the Indians for their rightful possession. This reminds us of the story told 
by Fernandez de Enciso in his Suma de geographia, Seville, 1619,—the only difference 
being that the gift was made in that case by the Pope to the King of Spain ; while in 
the later instance the Almighty himself stepped in to endow his faithful Puritans with 
the property of other men.

The first printed account of Magellan’s voyage. 

Some people look upon the Rome edition as the first, some consider that the 
Cologne edition came before it. We are told in the Art de Verifier les Dates that the 
year in Cologne in the earlier part of the sixteenth century, began for ecclenastical 
purposes at Christmas; but that the civil and •* cov/rt ” practice was to begin it at 
Easter. Consequently the printer of the Imperial Secretary’s letter would have regarded 
as “January 1523 ” the month which we should call January 1524. In that case the 
Rome edition would have preceded by two months the Cologne issue ; otherwise the 
Cologne edition must have preceded the Roman one by ten months. The existence of 
an edition printed ten months earlier in Cologne would render absurd the Pope’s man¬ 
date that no one should reprint anywhere else this particular book, or any other First 
Edition produced by Calvus. 

The Cologne edition has not only the date of the writing, October 24th, 1522, 
which is omitted by Calvus, but is generally better punctuated and more correctly 
printed. It has, for instance, on its fourth page duo hi reges, which is better than the 
duo ii reges of the Roman; likewise puta Alexandri sexti instead of puto. On the 
other hand, the allusion to the city of Mexico as Themistitan is better than the 
Tenostican of the Cologne book ; while the phrase auctor circa rerum fidem quam 
elegantiam sermonis accuratior is evidently an intentional but questionably beneficial 
change made by the Cologne editor for the eleganUd of the Roman edition. A better 
change is from illuc to Mine, and venirent to venervnt, a little lower down. It seems 
quite plain that the Cologne edition was revised by a scholar either from an independent 
transcript, or from Calvi’s edition; while the Roman one was printed verbally from the 
transcript of the original sent to Calvi about November, 1522, by Francesco Cheregati, 
then Papal legate at Niirnberg. 

Notwithstanding all arguments to the contrary, however, the world will probably 
continue to believe in the priority of the Cologne edition.—There was no copy of either 
in Mr. Barlow’s collection : he had to content himself with the 1524 Roman reprint.

The present copy is unique, as it is the only presentation copy 
from the author known. On tbe flyleaf of the first volume of the 
Piigrimes there is the following inscription: “ To the Right W l . S r 
Robert Heath Knight His M tie8 Sollicitor The Author Samuel Purchas 
In thankfull acknowledgment of a Loving friend kind Neighbour 
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Respectfull Parishioner & honoured Benefactor DDL M.” Purchas has 
also written a longer inscription to the same effect, but in Latin and 
partly in verse, on the reverse of the title to the Pilgrimage. 

It will be noticed that the fifth volume is that published in 1617 
which was used to complete the set until the publication of the new 
fifth volume in 1626. 

The engraved title to Vol. I, in compartments, with a portrait of 
Purchas, 2 hemispherical maps, 30 small medallion portraits of kings, 
saints, travellers, etc., portraits of King James and Prince Charles, 
and Prince Henry mourning at the tomb of Q. Elizabeth, is of extreme 
rarity in the earliest issue (with the date 1624). 

Sir Robert Heath, to whom this superb copy was presented by the 
author, was born in 1575, educated at Tonbridge and St. John’s Coll. 
Cambridge, and called to the bar in 1603. In 1621 he was appointed 
solicitor-general and knighted. As attorney-general (1625-30) he 
prepared an answer to the Petition of Right, prosecuted Felton the 
murderer of the Duke of Buckingham, Holies, Eliot, Selden, and 
other members of parliament, and conducted the principal Star 
Chamber cases of the period. In 1642 he was appointed chief 
justice of the king’s bench and in this capacity tried Captain John 
Lilburne and others for high treason. In 1645 he was impeached by 
parliament and his place declared vacant. He fled to France in 1646, 
and died at Calais three years later. His signature, together with his 
motto “ Sola salus servire Deo,” is written on the title to the 
Pilgrimage. 

The copy afterwards passed into the possession of the Hon. John 
Verney of Alexton, and John Peyto Yerney, Lord Willoughby de 
Broke, his descendants (his granddaughter Margaret Heath married 
George, fourth Lord Willoughby de Broke in 1712), and has their

Wood (who 
mentions only the editions of 1618 and 1634) in his Athenae (ii 291) says that Stafford’s 
tutor John Prideaux, afterwards Bishop of Worcester, “ was supposed to have had a chief 
hand in the compiling the said book as the tradition goes in Exeter Coll.” But 
Stafford in his address to the reader is quite frank :—“ A poore Suruey here thou hast, 
not of my trauels, but reading : If sometime therefore erroneous, I patronize it not, bat 
relate it.

From the copy of a letter addressed by Stubs to Fox, which is inserted in the 
second copy, it appears that Fox intended “ these few words ” to be printed in the book 
itself, but they were not given to Stubs until it was finished. Many other interesting 
details relating to the book are given in this letter. 

Owing to most copies being bound up incorrectly (according to the directions 
given on the three pages before the page of errata), they appear to be imperfect, as the 
last page ends with the catchword Some.” This refers to the first word “ Some¬ 
thing ” of the preceding section, which section the printer evidently intended to be the 
last in the book. 

The subject of the book is most curious. It is written to protest emphatically 
against the use of “ you ” instead of “ thou ” in addressing individuals. Examples in 
support of the author’s argument that “thou” is correct are quoted from the 
Scriptures and more than 30 languages. It is an erudite, but at the same time very 
amusing book.

Two very interesting pieces of the greatest rarity. There is 
apparently no record of the sale of any copies, and the only others in 
existence seem to be those in the British Museum and Lambeth Palace 
Libraries, both of which are imperfect, and in the Cambridge Univer¬ 
sity Library. The copy in the British Museum lacks a leaf (d x ) of the 
first tract and the last leaf of the second tract, the latter defect being 
also present in the Lambeth copy. There are possibly also copies in 
the Bibliotheque Nationale, as Brunet gives a full and accurate descrip¬ 
tion of the tracts. 

The subject-matter of these tracts relates to the controversy 
between the grammarians, William Lilly, the Latin master of St. Paul’s 
school, and his assistant William Holman on the one side, and Robert 
Whitinton—many of whose grammatical treatises were printed by 
Pynson—on the other.

He afterwards turned to medicine, was 
appointed Registrar of the London College of Physicians, and became chief of the royal 
physicians to Queen Elizabeth, see D. N. B. 

6. Davy (Robert) Various English Poems, some of which were reprinted by J. Hasle¬ 

wood in Brydges’ Censura , Vol. X, about 20 pages. 

Haslewood, when reprinting some of these poems, said he had been unable to fiud 
out anything about Davy. He was probably the Robert Davye who matriculated at 
Oxford in 1582, made a fellow of Merton in 1584, and died a few years afterwards at 
Florence. 

He appears to have been an associate of the writer of the preceding item (who was 
most probably Marbeck himself) as the two different handwritings often occur on the 
same page. To one of the ditties the music is added. 

" The pieces are of a religious cast and are remarkable for their smoothness of 
numbers when compared with some of the contemporary writers.' ” — J. H.

Malone, in his variorum edition of Shakspere, 1821, Vol. Ill, 
p. 57, refers to the Office-Book of Sir Henry Herbert, and states that 
he is indebted for its use to “ Francis Ingram of Ribbesford, near 
Bewdley, in Worcestershire ... It has lately been found in the same 
old chest which contained the manuscript Memoirs of Lord Herbert of 
Cherbury , from which Mr. Walpole about twenty years ago printed the 
Life of that nobleman, who was elder brother to Sir Henry Herbert.” 

The papers liere offered for sale were until the last few years 
contained in a similar oak chest at Delbury Hall, Salop, whither they 
had been taken when Fredk. Cornewall entered into possession of 
Francis Walker’s bequest in 1781, as shewn below. 

Lord Herbert of Cherbury (6th or 2nd of 2nd creation, fl738) 
left part of his estates to Francis Walker and part to Henry Morley, 
both kinsmen. The latter’s estate at Ribbesford passed eventually 
into the hands of Francis Ingram. Walker devised his real estate 
and part of his personal estate to a kinsman, Fredk. Cornewall (|1783), 
son of Capt. Fred. Cornewall, r.n., of Delbury Hall, Salop, from whose 
descendants the present papers have recently been acquired.

For several years previous to his death in 1738, Lord Herbert continued to make 
private notes relating to provisions in his will, etc., in these books. From May 30,1736, 
onwards are a large number of entries detailing the progress of the disease of which he 
died, the state of his mind, and tbe awful agonies through which he passed. The first of 
these most pathetic records is as follows:—“ If I lose my senses which I think is very 
near I desire all the servants may be discharged ... as if I was dead which I hope 
through God’s mercy will soon happen. The mercurial pills having helped me forwards 
tho I believe every thing was ment for the best and my former faults are now come 
home to me.” After which similar entries occur on page after page, some of the details 
being symptomatic, and leaving no doubt as to the nature of the disease. The last entry 
is “I goe up never to come down again in my senses.” He died on April 28th, 1738.

The 
language used in the tables is German, and on leaf 65 which gives 
“ Des Himels Lauf von Augustus 1703 ” there is a note in the margin 
of the table “ Der Herzog von Chartres ist den 4 dieses Monats 
geboren.” What German, able to command the services of the courtly 
French art which is here visible, could have been so interested in the 
little Due de Chartres, first son of the Due d’Orleans, as the mother of 
the latter Prince—namely Madame Charlotte Elisabeth of Bavaria, 
who lived on for about twenty years after her grandson’s birth and 
who to the last stuck loyally to her native German speech. 

The decorative borders are very elegant and quite in the Louis 
XIII style of Lepautre. It is quite possible that they are by the Due 
d’Orleans himself, who was greatly attached to his mother. On 
several pages are descriptions of the designs written in a large bold 
hand which very much resembles the writing of Philippe le Regent.

It is possible that Anthony Rous is identical with the father of John Rous

1551, became rector of Hessett, Suffolk, in 1579, and of Weeting, Sussex, in 1600, 
where he died in 163!.

PREFACE 

In the great fire at Turin, six years ago, two volumes of supreme importance 
were totally destroyed. One of these, the Hours of Turin , originally made for the 
Due de Berri, was the subject just two years before its destruction of an elaborate 
notice by M. le Comte Durrieu, who accompanied his remarks with facsimiles of the 
miniatures, forty-four in number, which adorned its pages. The second victim of 
the fire, the Hours of Savoy, was less fortunate. Originally made for Blanche of 
Burgundy, grand-daughter of Saint Louis, who was married to Edward, Count 
of Savoy, in 1307, became a widow in 1329, and died at Dijon in 1348, the manuscript 
after her death became the property of Charles V. of France. It had probably been 
left unfinished at her death; at all events, either then or later, many leaves were 
added and bound up with the original volume, several of the added miniatures 
containing portraits of Charles V. In 1904 the manuscript was entirely consumed, 
and nothing of it survived by way of facsimile except one page, that representing 
St. Louis carrying the crown of Thorns from St. Denis to the Sainte Chapelle, of 
which happily a photograph appeared in the Atlante Paleographico- Artistico published in 
Turin in 1899. Apart from this reproduction of one single miniature no record 
remained of the Hours of Savoy of Turin. In the present year, however, Dom P. 
Blanchard, a Benedictine of Solesmes, added to the many literary benefits which his 
Society has conferred upon the world by the discovery in a library at Portsmouth of 
fifty-two pages of the Hours of Savoy, which had evidently been detached from the 
Turin volume at some previous period of its history. These pages are in admirable 
preservation, and a few of them, notably one containing a portrait of Charles V., must 
have been added after the volume came into the possession of that monarch. They 
contain in all forty-eight miniatures,* and it gives me great pleasure, with the 
permission of the owners of the volume, to publish facsimiles of these pages, together 
with a treatise by the able pen of Dom P. Blanchard, to whom the thanks of all 
bibliophiles are due for his interesting discovery.
